Third arrest made in Peel’s 
10th homicide of the year 


A 25-year-old woman from 
North York has been ar- 
rested in conjunction with 
a shooting that occurred 
in Mississauga earlier this 
year. 

Earlier this summer, offi- 
cers responded to a shoot- 
ing at a strip club on June 
29 at 1820 Dundas Street 
West, and found a male 
who had sustained gunshot 
wounds. 

The victim, 27-year-old 
Raimzhan _Tokhtabayev, 
was transported to hospi- 
tal, but succumbed to his 
injuries. 

On Sept. 12, Adriana Mi- 
lani, from North York, was 


charged with an accesso- 
ry to murder charge. She 
appared in Brampton on 
Wednesday, Sept. 13. 

The arrest follows those 
of 20-year-old Toronto 
resident Elias Gibb and 
23-year-old Mississauga 
resident Christopher An- 
derson, who were both tak- 
en into custody on Thurs- 
day, Aug. 27 in connection 
with the murder. Both men 
surrendered without inci- 
dent. 

Police say that all three in- 
dividuals charged in the in- 
cident knew each other, but 
the victim was a stranger to 
them. 


Investigators from the Ho- 
micide and Missing Per- 
sons Bureau are continuing 
to ask for any information 
or leads from members of 
the community.

Man charged after ramming stolen 
vehicle into police cars 


22 Division has arrested a 
17-year-old who rammed 
into two police cars in 
Brampton earlier this week. 
This past Sunday (Sept. 10) 
around 9 p.m. in the Queen 
Street and McMurchy Av- 
enue area, authorities re- 
sponded to a report of a 
stolen vehicle that had been 
taken from the River Grove 
Community Centre in Mis- 
sissauga on Aug. 28. 

Police encountered a sus- 
pect driving the vehicle. The 
suspect proceeded to ram 


into both police cars before 
abandoning the vehicle and 
fleeing on foot. No injuries 
were reported, though all 
three vehicles were dam- 
aged in the incident. 

The suspect was located 
by soon after and arrested 
without incident. 

The 17-year-old, who 
can’t be identified under 
the Youth Justice Act, was 
charged with one count of 
dangerous operation of a 
vehicle and two counts of 
failure to remain at an ac- 


cident. 

Police are continuing to 
look for any witnesses or 
further information regard- 
ing the incident.

Fatal collision in Mississauga leaves 
one dead and one critically injuried 


Peel Police’s Major Colli- 
sion Bureau are investigat- 
ing a fatal collision which 
occurred in Mississauga 
early Thursday morning. 
Around 1:13 a.m. in the 
Bristol and Mavis Road 
area, an SUV and another 
vehicle collided at the inter- 
section. 

A 66-year-old _ passen- 
ger from Mississauga in 
the SUV was pronounced 
dead at the scene, while 
the 58-year-old driver, 


also from Mississauga, was 
transported to a trauma 
centre and is in critical con- 
dition. 

31-year-old Azar Sheikh, 
from Milton, was charged 
with several offenses, in- 
cluding possession of a 
controlled substance and 
impaired operation. He was 
also sent to hospital with 
non-life-threatening inju- 
ries. 

Sheikh appeared in Bramp- 
ton court on Thursday. 


Police are still searching for 
witnesses who may have in- 
formation or video footage 
of the incident, or who may 
have information regarding 
the actions of the drivers 
prior to the collision.

Peel Police holds graduation 
ceremony for new recruits 
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Police Grads Join Force Amidst Rash of Investigations Involving Peel Cops

The latest crop of graduat- 
ing Peel police officers can 
expect plenty of reminders 


not to break the law they’ve 
sworn to uphold, after a 
rash of investigations in- 
volving cops. 

“We are always trying to 
proactively talk about our

officers and the conduct on 
and off duty,” said Peel Po- 
lice Chief Jennifer Evans. 


“T stress it all the time how 
important it is for them to 
uphold the law.” 


Evans attended Wednes- 
day’s graduating ceremony 
for 37 officers who swore to 
uphold the law in a ceremo- 
ny after a 22-week training 
program. 


She’s been at the helm 
during a tough six-month 
stretch for the Peel Police 
Force when five officers 
have been charged with 
committing offences rang- 
ing from fraud to drunk 
driving to domestic assault. 


“I’m not going to speak to 
any current investigations,” 
said Evans, “but I take dis- 
cipline very seriously. We 
discipline internally and I 
post as a general deterrent 
what the sentence is and if 
a formal discipline act takes 


place, we post it external- 
ly on our website for three 
months so as I say it’s very 
transparent. I think trans- 
parency is key in the disci- 
pline process.” 


Last year at this time, Con- 

stable Rajvir Ghuman was 
one of 35 officers inducted 
into the force, but was on 
the job for less than a year 
before being charged with 
Domestic Assault and Forc- 
ible Confinement. 


Most recently, on Sept. 3, a 
14-year veteran, Constable 
Wayne Parkins, was charged 
with failure to remain at the 
scene of an accident and of 
driving impaired. 

Police have admitted the 
optics of such _ incidents 
are not great, but say it 
shouldn’t take anything 
away from the job done by 
2,000 uniformed officers. 


On this day, Evans wants to 
put the focus on this latest 


group of grads. 


“Today, these are 37 young 
officers. I have hope for 
our future. You listen to 
their credentials; listen 
to the high marks they all 
achieved. I think more and 
more they realize how im- 
portant it is to uphold the 
law,” she said. 


None of the officers charged 
since April have been con- 
victed of any crime. 


Evans previously stated 
that “conduct of this nature 
is not tolerated by the Peel 
Regional Police, and any of- 
ficer who engages in this be- 
haviour will be investigated 
and charged appropriately.” 


Officers are subject to the 
same laws as everyone else 
but are also subject to dis- 
cipline under the Ontario 
Police Services Act.

having around 70,000. It’s 
not fair. It needs to be for 
proper representation at 
the Region of Peel.” 


He says Mississauga, 
which has 12 seats com- 
pared with Brampton’s 7, 
has dragged its feet on the 
issue. 


“We have been getting 
pushback from Mississau- 
ga. Right now the province 
needs to step in and step 
up and make a decision.” 


The regional irritant has 
gone on for decades but 
became more heated in re- 
cent years as Brampton’s 
population grew rapidly 
through immigration from 
India and other parts of 
Asia. 


Ward 1 Mississauga coun- 
cillor Jim Tovey agrees 
Brampton should have 
“more representation, ob- 
viously. They're growing 
but then you look at Cale- 
don and they have as many 


people as I do in my ward. 
The Mississauga compro- 
mise that our mayor put 
forth would see Caledon 
actually lose two seats. It’s 
not going to fly but Bramp- 
ton could have supported 
that along with Mississau- 
ga and we wouldn’t even be 
having this conversation.” 


Crombie’s compromise 
would’ve seen Caledon’s 
seat total drop from five to 
three with Brampton’s in- 
creasing to nine. 


Last fall, the province’s 
Minister of Municipal Af- 
fairs released a draft reg- 
ulation authorizing Peel 
to raise the size of regional 
council from 24 to 32 elect- 
ed members, or four new 
seats each for Brampton 
and Mississauga. Bramp- 
ton rejected that idea. 


Some on Mississauga’s 
council say increasing the 
overall size of council does 
not have the support of 
taxpayers. 


Brampton, with a popula- 


tion of 600,000, wants all 
of its 11 members to sit at 
the region and complains 
the current governance 
system was set up in 2005, 
when the Flower City had 
only 380,000 people. 


“Premier, our city has 
completely exhausted all 
avenues within the cur- 
rent processes to change 
our representation at the 
Region of Peel,” the letter 
said. 


“The people of Brampton 
cannot wait any longer, we 
need you to act now to do 
what is both right and fair 
for Brampton residents 
and ensure their voices 
are equally represented at 
the Region in time for the 
2018 municipal election.” 


Tovey says it’s too late to 
address the issue before in 
time for the next election. 


“That ship sailed for this 


term. They couldn’t possi- 
bly get a deal done and get 
the implementing legisla- 
tion done in time to actual- 
ly change the composition 
of Regional Council before 
the next elections,” he said.

It’s not going away, Premier 
Wynne. 


Opposition by business and 
critics against the govern- 
ment’s minimum wage policy 
will likely intensify this fall 
ahead of the Jan. 1 deadline 
for the first hike to $14. A 
year later it moves to $15, a 
32 per cent jump in just 16 
months.. 

Supporters and opponents 
of the deal have been battling 
in the newspaper opinion 
pages, TV talk panels and 
political back rooms of the 
province for months and 
there’s still bitter feelings 
about the idea. 


Unions love the plan, busi- 
ness hates it. About six in 10 
Ontarians support the idea, 
but that depends on how 


wage hike splits Ontario as business opposition grows 


pollsters ask the question. 

Meanwhile, most econo- 
mists warn it will cut tens of 
thousands of jobs and raise 
the day to day cost of living 
as employers hike prices to 
compensate for higher labour 
costs. 

Last week, Ontario’s finan- 
cial watchdog concluded in 
an assessment that hiking 
the minimum wage to $15 an 
hour from the current $11.40 
could cost the province at 
least 50,000 jobs. 

Still the Liberals are press- 
ing ahead, despite the warn- 
ings of the legislature’s own 
neutral watchdog -- the Fi- 
nancial Accountability Office. 

But that’s because the min- 
imum wage hike is not really 
an economic policy, it’s root- 
ed in politics - specifically 
the timing of the coming pro- 
vincial election next June 7. 


Wynne’s Liberals are in 


third place well behind the 
leading PCs and second-place 
New Democrats so they have 
come up with the same broad 
strategy for next spring’s 
campaign that they followed 
in their surprise 2014 major- 
ity victory. 

In a nutshell, they’re trying 
to outflank the NDP -- but on 
the left. They’re trying to lure 
progressives to the Liber- 
als with NDP-friendly social 
policies. That’s why less than 
a week after NDP Leader 
Andrea Horwath unveiled a 
$475 million plan to provide 
free essential drugs to all On- 
tarians -- the centrepiece of 
her 2018 campaign - Wynne 
and Finance Minister Charles 
Sousa came out with the gov- 
ernment’s own pharmacare 
plan for people under 25 in 
the spring budget. 

Call me cynical, but the tim- 
ing was more than a coinci- 


dence. 


For the PCs and their lead- 
er Patrick Brown, who is in 
a strong position to unseat 
Wynne as premier, the par- 
ty needs to flesh out its own 
minimum wage ideas at their 
November policy conference. 
In the past, Conservatives 
were opposed to anything 
that would hurt the econo- 
my or harm small business 
but Brown is trying to steer 
the PCs to the political centre 
and should articulate a mod- 
ern wage policy that will help 
the working poor. 

On the minimum wage 
Brown’s main beef is the 
pace of change, so he could 
decide to delay implementa- 
tion of the second phase if the 
PCs take power next June or 
stretch the increase out over 
several more years to give 
businesses more time to ad- 
just. 


Or he could promise -- like 
the Wynne government al- 
ready has -- to provide offset- 
ting benefits so business does 
not feel the bite of the mini- 
mum wage hike. 


In Mississauga, the local 
board of trade is dead set 
against the minimum wage 
hike, saying most of its 1,500 
members -- small and big 
companies alike - oppose the 
idea. 

“Government cannot leg- 
islate prosperity,” president 
and CEO David Wojcik wrote 
in a recent op-ed column in 
Peel Daily News. 


“As we look internationally, 
it’s clear that jurisdictions 
that seek to grow their econo- 
my through increased regula- 
tion are left with lower labour 
market participation and 
higher unemployment, espe- 
cially among young people.” 

To me, it’s high time the Lib- 


eral government appoint an 
independent group to over- 
see the policy and decide how 
to raise the minimum wage 
without harming business. 


Other provinces have tack- 
led the issue this way. B.C.’s 
new NDP government won’t 
be moving to $15 an hour un- 
til 2021 but the province just 
set up a new arm’s-length 
Fair Wages Commission to 
devise a pathway to that wage 
level and build consensus for 
the plan. 

A commission like that for 
Ontario would at least take 
politics out of the equation -- 
if you can ever do that in this 
highly polarized province.

Hotel tax could raise $15 million for cash-strapped Mississauga

A proposed hotel tax in 
Mississauga could raise 
up to $15 million a year 
for the cash-strapped city, 
beginning in 2018. 

City council got that fi- 
nancial estimate Wednes-

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day from Ward 9 coun- 
cillor Pat Saito, who said 
a four per cent tax on the 
city’s 10,000 hotel rooms 
could raise more than $15 
million for city coffers. 

“T met with the hotel as- 
sociation last week and 
they advised me our $10 
million estimate is very 
low,” Saito told council at 
its regular meeting. “They 
see in the future that our 


four per cent could be 
more than $15 million.” 
In his April budget, pro- 
vincial Finance Minister 
Charles Sousa, the MPP 
for Mississauga South, 
gave all Ontario cities 
and towns the power 
to impose a hotel tax to 
help them pay for transit 
and other infrastructure 
needs. 


The province, however, 
refused to provide other 
revenue-enhancin: pow 
ers for cities and dee ined 
to extend to all municipal- 
ities the City of Toronto’s 
right to slap its homebuy- 
ers with a municipal land 
transfer tax. 

That tax has been in 
effect in Toronto since 
2008 and raises more 
than $400 million a year 
for the city. 

Mississauga, Bramp- 
ton and other cities have 
lobbied hard to get sim- 
ilar powers but those de- 
mands have consistently 
been rejected by the pro- 
vincial Liberals. 

Saito said provincial reg- 
ulations are now being 
developed on how the ho- 
tel tax would work. Sup- 
porters of the idea say it 
would affect mostly busi- 
ness travellers since many 
of the city’s hotels are in 
the Pearson Airport area. 

“The province is moy- 
ing ahead,” Saito told 
council. “Though we're 
still waiting for the final 
tepuanors we can prob- 
ably start collecting that 


in 2018. It will be remit- 
ted monthly so we would 
have an estimate and staff 
are working on how we 
would collect it, how we 


would add it into the bud- 
get.” 
“It’s going to be one of 


those big question marks 
in the 2018 budget.” 


Under the new regula- 
tions, GTA municipalities 
who decide to impose the 
tax would have to give 
some of the money to 
Tourism Toronto, the re- 
gional tourism marketing 
agency, to spend promot- 
ing Mississauga. 

“We are going to take 
a very hardline” in talks 
with Tourism Toronto on 
revenue sharing the new 
tax, Saito said. 

“We will be making sure 
that the agreement means 
Mississauga’s tourism ini- 
tiatives will get the bulk of 
the money that is gener- 
ated from our hotels, that 
it will be spent in Missis- 
sauga.” 

Like most Canadian cit- 
ies, Mississauga says it 
needs more revenues to 
help pay for transit, roads, 


bridges and other infra- 
structure, which the city 
estimates is worth about 
$8 billion on its books 
and mut be constantly 
upgraded. The city faces a 
$1.5 billion infrastructure 
deficit over the next 20 
years. 

To help pay for that, the 
city has imposed develop- 
ers charges and currently 
has a five per cent infra- 
structure levy on property 
taxpayers. For the average 
homeowner that amounts 
to between $50 and $75 a 
year. 

“We face a major chal- 
lenge managing our infra- 
structure gap, the differ- 
ence between the current 
el ern value of city 
infrastructure and_ the 
value of our capital re- 
serves,” Treasurer Jeff 

Jackson said in the city’s 
2016 financial report. 

“While the infrastructure 
levy helps to lessen this 
challenge, additional rev- 
enue sources that are pre- 
dictable and sustainable 
are needed for the longer 
term.” 
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Brampton councillor annoyed Toronto taking lead on Amazon bid

Mississauga, Brampton and 
other GTA cities have approved 
a regional bid to lure Amazon’s 
proposed new headquarters 
and its 50,000 jobs to the To- 
ronto area. 


The Toronto Global marketing 
agency revealed late Wednes- 
day that Toronto Mayor John 
Tory, Mississauga Mayor 
Bonnie Crombie, Brampton’s 
Linda Jeffrey and the heads 
of Durham, Halton and York 
regions have approved a broad 
GTA bid seeking the Amazon 
project. 

The agency said the regional 
politicians believe a joint bid is 
the best way to compete against 
American cities for Amazon’s 
second corporate headquarters 
in North America. 

The Toronto Region May- 
ors and Chairs said they have 
asked Mark Cohon, chair of To- 
ronto Global and Janet Ecker, 
the agency’s vice-chair, to lead 
the bid team, which will work 
under the leadership of the On- 
tario government. 

“They will be supported by 
Toby Lennox, CEO of Toron- 
to Global, the Toronto Global 


board of directors, and key 
business and community lead- 
ers across the region to put the 
most attractive bid forward 
that demonstrates the scale, 
diversity, talent, creativity and 
dynamic opportunities in the 
Toronto region,” said the may- 
ors’ statement. 


They said the bid, due by Oct. 
19, will go a long way in “pro- 
moting the collective assets of 
the most dynamic and innova- 
tive region in the world.” 


“As the commercial centre of 
the country, this is the Toronto 
Region’s opportunity to show- 
case our attractive regional 
building sites, highlight our 
expansive and rapidly growing 
technology ecosystem, and in- 
troduce the depth and breadth 
of our global talent pool,” the 
mayors’ statement said. 

Despite the joint bid, one 
Brampton councillor was 
miffed Wednesday that To- 
ronto’s mayor appears to be 
hogging the spotlight as the 
GTA tries to win Amazon’s $5 
billion investment. 


Martin Medeiros, councillor 
for Ward s 3 and 4, said he was 
irritated that Toronto Mayor 
John Tory has taken a public 
lead in Canadian and U.S. me- 


dia promoting Canada’s big- 
gest city for the project, when 
Toronto and its regions are 
part of one marketing agency, 
Global Toronto, and should 
work as a team. 


The regional rivalries are 
bound to come out in such a 
potential economic bonanza, 
which if it goes through would 
be the biggest commercial shot 
in the arm to the GTA in de- 
cades. 


Cities like Mississauga, 
Brampton and Markham all 
have thriving tech sectors and 
plenty of land and worry that 
the city of Toronto wants the 
lion’s share of the Amazon de- 
velopment for its downtown 
core. 


Dozens of cities are expected 
to bid by the Oct. 19 deadline - 
from the GTA and Vancouver 
to Chicago, Boston, Austin, 
Tex. and Durham, N.C. just to 
start. 


Tory said last week on CNN’s 
Money program that Canada’s 
biggest city is a “prime can- 
didate” for Amazon’s second 
headquarters because of its 
“homegrown tech talent.” 

The city’s staff is working with 
foreign investment marketing 
agency Toronto Global to put 


together “an attractive bid” for 
the massive project, he said. 


Medeiros bristled that Bramp- 
ton - which already houses 
Amazon’s_ biggest Canadian 
shipping centre -- was nowhere 
to be mentioned in Tory’s com- 
ments. 


“We pay into Toronto Global 
and I know we're talking about 
marketing the region,” he said. 
“But then I’m on news chan- 
nels and I see John Tory come 
out, and I see Toronto being 
highlighted. That irks me be- 
cause I know that we're part- 
ners and we pay into Toronto

Global. If you see the writeup 
on CNN, there is no mention of 
the surrounding areas or GTA. 
It’s about Toronto the city. Are 
we doing anything to advocate 
our position and ensure that 
Brampton (is not left behind)?” 


Earlier, Brampton econom- 
ic development officer Denise 
McClure told council the Ama- 
zon RFP “is an opportunity of 
a lifetime” for the city, one of 
Canada’s fastest-growing com- 
munities, with the talent and 
infrastructure Amazon wants.

In Her Own Words: Pat Saito 


Mississauga’s Ward 9 
Councillor, Pat Saito, 
spoke at City Council on 
Sept. 13 regarding the 
nature of potential hotel 
taxes. These are her words 
from the meeting. 


“T met with the hotel asso- 
ciation last week and they 
advised me, they think our 
$10m estimate is very low. 


They see in the future 
that our 4% that it could 
be more than $15m.

We can start, probably 
though we're still waiting 
for the final regulations, 
probably start collecting 
that in 2018. It will be 
remitted monthly so we 
would have an estimate 
and staff are working on 
this on how we would col- 
lect it, how we would add 
it into the budget.

in the 2018 budget. We 
will have to give a portion 
to Tourism Toronto that

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with Tourism Toronto. 
Weare going to take a very 
hardline on how much of 
that money that we have 
to give them from the ho- 
tel tax because again that 
is mandated by the prov- 
ince. 


We will be making sure 
that the agreement means 
that the City of Mississau- 
ga, our tourism initiatives 
will get the bulk of the 
money that is generated 
from our hotels, that it 
will be spent in Mississau- 
ga. 

I can tell you right now 
that our hotels in Missis- 
sauga are adamant, we are 
going together with them 
that every penny, as are 
we, money that is gener- 
ated form the Hotel tax in 
Mississauga which flows 
through Tourism Toronto 
will be spent in the City of 
Mississauga to promote 
tourism. 


It could be spent locally 
or spent globally market- 
ing tourism. We will be 
asking for audited (state- 
ments) as will the hotel 
association. 


It’s going to be a really 
strong program that we 
can move forward with. 


When you see the tour- 
ism master plan that we 
will be bringing to coun- 
cil, there are a lot of rec- 
ommendations in that 
plan that council will be 
deliberating on towards 
then of October, probably 
in the last GC in October 
is where we're aiming to 
bring that. 


We'll have a good discus- 
sion there on how we'll 
be moving ahead and 
how were really going to 
market the city of Missis- 
sauga. It’s a very exciting 
time for us, for tourism. 
The revenue generated is 
incredible and it’s just a 
wonderful opportunity. 


We have right now, that 
we have at the tourism 
board, through staff and 
myself and Carolyn (Par- 
rish), we’ve been lobbying 
to get this hotel tax for 
probably 10 years.

Mississauga seeks public input on 


2018 budget

Residents of Mississauga 
can complain all they want 
about tax hikes and user fee 
increases but they’re being 
given the chance to influ- 
ence the city’s 2018 budget 
decisions this fall. 


The city is encouraging 
residents to try its budget 
allocator, explore the city’s 
budget website, join in a 
telephone budget session, 
request a group meeting or 
attend a budget committee 
meeting as the financial 
blueprint is put together 
over the next three months. 


Mississauga’s online bud- 
get allocator is available at 
mississauga.ca/budget and 
allows residents to choose 
their preferred spending 
option on 12 city services 
that drive the budget -- 
from transit and roads to 
fire and emergency services 
and recreation programs. 


Residents can use the al- 
locator to test different 
spending options and then 
choose one for each service 
area. 


SZ mississauca 


Results from the allocator 
received by Nov. 1 will be 
shared with the city’s bud- 
get committee Nov. 20 and 
will influence its budget 
recommendations. 


“The budget allocator is a 
simple way for residents to 
learn more about what City 
services cost, how property 
tax dollars are spent and 
to tell us about their pri- 
orities,” says Jeff Jackson, 
Mississauga’s director of 
finance. “It is an opportuni- 
ty to think about and share 
their priorities and get peo- 
pe involved in their city’s 

usiness planning and bud- 
geting process.” 


Mississauga is struggling 
with a potential property 
tax hike and other revenue 
enhancements that could 
be unpopular with some of 
the city’s households, so lo- 
cal politicians are trying to 
get consensus on which tax 
changes are most palatable. 


The 2016 Mississauga fi- 
nancial report noted user 
charges last year were 
$245.2 million, an increase 
of $53.2 million from 2015

so a similar hike for 2018 
would irritate some taxpay- 
ers. 


City finance officials had 
proposed a three per cent 
property tax hike for next 
year but Mayor Bonnie 
Crombie wants that low- 
ered to close to two per 
cent -- though that would 
involve some unpopular 
spending cuts. 


Jackson said residents 
can also participate in one 
of three telephone budget 
sessions taking place -- 
Oct. 4, (city-wide), Oct. 18 
(Wards 2 and 6) and Oct. 
26 (Wards 3 and 4). 


“The telephone budget 
sessions provide a great op- 
portunity to hear from the 
city’s senior leaders about 
the budget,” he added. “ A 
random selection of resi- 
dents will receive a call with 
an invitation in advance to 
attend one of the upcoming 
sessions, followed by an- 
other call on the day of the 
session. Anyone who does 
not wish to participate can 
simply hang up.”

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Bill 148 — too much, too fast for Peel businesses

Ihe Government of 
sk has tabled 

Bill 148 — the Fair 
Workplaces & Better Jobs 
Act — at Queen’s Park that 
will have a significant im- 
pact on businesses of all 
sizes in Peel Region. 
Government cannot legis- 
late prosperity. As we look 
internationally, it’s clear 
that jurisdictions that seek 
to grow their economy 
through increased regula- 
tion are left with lower la- 
bour market participation 
and higher unemployment, 
especially among young 
people. 
The task of creating a more 
dynamic workforce, where 
employees are treated fair- 
ly and economic growth 
can prosper, must be ap- 
proached not on the basis 
of ideology and politics, but 
driven by evidence-based 
policy. 
Over the last two years, 
the Ontario government 
has pursued the Chang- 
ing Workplaces Review, a 
once-in-a-generation as- 
sessment of the Employ- 
ment Standards Act and 
the Labour Relations Act. 
The outcome of this review 
will change the relationship 
between every employee 
and employer in Ontario. 
These changes include a 
minimum number of sick 


days (paid and unpaid), in- 
creasing annual paid vaca- 
tion and boosting the min- 
imum wage to $15 an hour 
by 20109. It will also make it 
much easier to establish a 
unionized workplace. 


In a letter sent to Premier 
Kathleen Wynne on behalf 
of Ontario’s employer com- 
munity, the Ontario Cham- 
ber of Commerce objected 
in the strongest terms to 
many of the reforms that 
are potentially being con- 
sidered. Taken as a whole, 
these reforms will tip our 
economic balance in a pro- 
foundly negative way. 


The changes would fur- 
ther restrict the flexibility 
of part-time and contract 
employees, diminish trans- 
parency and informed em- 
ployee choice in the union 
certification process, and 
institute “paperwork provi- 
sion” that will add new lay- 
ers of red tape to the exist- 
ing regulatory framework. 


It is important to remem- 
ber that good jobs are the 
direct result of a strong and 
growing economy. 


These conversations are 
however timely. We are 
told that the government 
is responding to a “general 
anxiety” that exists among 
many in today’s workforce 
around the quality of work. 
The response from govern- 
ment is to ask more of em- 


Be ers. We are concerned 
hat this approach is being 


done without truly appre- 
ciating the implications of 


such decisions. 


In this two-year review, no 

attempt has been made to 
truly quantify or research 
the economic impact of 
many of these policy op- 
tions. But business can’t 
afford this approach. 


And while the provincial 
government commissioned 
no economic impact report, 
a recent study performed 
by the Canadian Centre for 
Economic Analysis identi- 
fied hundreds of millions 
of dollars of increased costs 
to business as a result of 
Bill 148 and identified over 
19,000 jobs in Peel Region 
alone at risk because of 
these reforms. 


As we engage with the is- 
sues of non-standard work 
and a changing workplace, 
we must also be honest 
about the scale of the prob- 
lem. Part-time jobs now 
account for a lower per- 
centage of all jobs than they 
did a generation ago— 18.8 
per cent in 2015 versus 19.5 
per cent in 1992. The aver- 
age hourly wage in Ontario 
has risen by 33.6 per cent, 
while the median wage is 
up 29.2 per cent. Of all jobs 
created since the recession 
in Ontario, 98 per cent 
have been full-time and 78 
per cent are in above-aver- 
age-wage industries. 

Clearly Ontario’s private 
sector is doing our part to 
create good, high-quality 
jobs. We’re doing that de- 
spite the many challenges 
that exist — including a 


69 per-cent increase in the 
cost of producing a unit of 
output (versus 28 per cent 
in the United States). 
Simply put, it’s getting 
more expensive to operate 
a business in Ontario and 
Peel, and businesses that 
operate here risk growing 
less competitive.

But to get 
there, business needs gov- 
ernment to help and not 
hinder our ability to grow 
the economy.

Medical Tech firm cleared to sell device for stroke sufferers 


Mississauga’s MyndTec _Inc., 
a private medical technology 
company, has been cleared in the 
United States to sell its device to help 
people who have suffered strokes 
and other debilitating illnesses move 
their paralyzed arms. 


The company, headquartered on 
Argentia Road in north Mississauga, 
said it can now start to sell its 
MyndMove device used to treat of 
arm and hand paralysis caused by 
stroke or spinal cord injury. 


“This is a major milestone in 
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the evolution of our company,” 
saidMyndTec founder Dr. Milos 
Popovic. 

“We are delighted that we can now 
offer this life-changing therapy 
to patients in the U.S. with upper 
extremity paralysis.” 


The company intends to launch a 
pilot project for the product in the 
U.S. following earlier approval from 
Health Canada for the Canadian 
market. 


MyndMove Therapy is an electric 
stimulation therapy that can be used 


by therapists to help patients wi 

upper limb paralysis to improv 
voluntary control of their arms an 
hands. 


MyndTec is a_ nine-year-ol 
company formerly known as Simpl 
Systems. 


The company was set up t 
commercialize technology develope 
by Popovic and fellow doctors at thi 
Toronto Rehabilitation Institut 
and the Institute of Biomateri 
and Biomedical Engineering at th 
University of Toronto. 
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Alectra crews head to Georgia 
to help with post-hurricane 
power restoration 


Alectra, the new electric 
GTA-based utility formed ear- 
lier this year, is sending 36 of 
its workers to Georgia to help 
restore power lines damaged 
by Hurricane Irma this week. 


The utility has has sent 32 
powerline technicians, four 
supervisors and a convoy of 
service vehicles to the south- 
ern state to help restore power 
to damaged lines. 


Hurricane Irma did extensive 
damage to power transmis- 
sion system in the U.S. South- 
east and millions of people are 
still without power in Florida, 
Georgia and North and South 
Carolina. 


Alectra Utilities was formed 
earlier this year with the 
merger of Mississauga’s En- 
ersource, Horizon Utilities, 
PowerStream and Brampton 
Hydro. It has about one mil- 
lion customers and provides 
power to Mississauga and 
Brampton residents and busi- 
nesses. 


Your monthly power bills in 
Mississauga now come from 
Alectra, not Enersource and 
the City of Mississauga still 
owns a $280-million stake in 
the utility through its 90-per- 
cent stake in the former Ener- 
source. 


Alectra said its line staff, trav- 
elling in more than 20 bucket 
trucks and support vehicles, 
left early Wednesday morning 
for Atlanta, Georgia’s biggest 
city, to help Georgia Power 
restore service to more than 


650,000 customers who are 
currently without power. 


The U.S. utility will pay the 
costs for crews and service 
trucks to travel and work in 
Georgia. 

“The damage caused by Hur- 
ricane Irma is causing tremen- 
dous hardship for millions of 
people in the southeastern 
United States,” noted Brian 
Bentz, president and CEO of 
Alectra. 


“The restoration of electricity 
service is essential to the re- 
covery efforts, and Alectra is 
sending powerline crews and 
equipment to work in co-ordi- 
nation with local utilities. Our 
thoughts are with the people 
and communities who are suf- 
fering through the aftermath 
of this catastrophic event, and 
we will do our utmost to help 
restore service to those who 
have been so seriously impact- 
ed.” 


Many Canadian utilities - 
from Hydro One to Hydro 
Quebec -- have sent crews to 
the U.S. to help restore power 
after destructive hurricanes. 


Alectra is part of the North 
Atlantic Mutual Assistance 
Group, which encompasses all 
of the northeast United States 
and includes utilities in On- 
tario, Quebec, New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia. It’s one of 
seven regional electricity mu- 
tual assistance groups that op- 
erate across the continent to 
help each other after disasters.

Q and A with Brampton Beast Commentator Chris Ballard!

As we get closer to the start 
of hockey season, I had the 
chance to sit down with Bramp- 
ton Beast commentator Chris 
Ballard and discuss his past ex- 
periences, life as a broadcaster 
and what to expect from the 
2017-18 Brampton Beast! 


Where did you get your start 
in broadcasting? 


“T got my start in journalism as 
the sports editor of my univer- 
sity newspaper back home in 
St. John’s, Newfoundland. 


I always knew I wanted to be 
involved in sports in some ca- 
pacity so I went to Centennial 
College to do sports journal- 
ism. There I did a lot of broad- 
casting, writing, and radio. 


I got my break with the St. 
John’s Ice Caps. First they had 
me writing stories for the web- 
site, and I stuck around. They 
gave me more and more work 
and I eventually got my first 
broadcasting gig doing inter- 
views between periods. 


I worked for two full seasons 
with the Ice Caps in a lot of 
different roles. Then the time 
came to move back to Ontar- 
io. I made a few phone calls 
and came into contact with the 
Beast and this will be my third 
season coming up with Bramp- 
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ton. 


I wasn’t hired as the broad- 
caster, but we didn’t have one 
so I kept reminding them so 
they let me do it. I started out 
only doing home games but 
after a little while they let me 
travel and I’ve been the full- 
time broadcaster ever since” 


Did you always want to be a 
broadcaster? 


“Totally. I was the guy who 
played NHL 95 on my Sega 
Genesis and I would turn the 
volume down and pretend I 
was Bob Cole, talking over the 
game. I had fun with it and I 
still have fun to this day. I feel 
like a lot of guys take them- 
selves a little too seriously. I 
have a lot of fun up there.” 


What is your favourite broad- 
casting memory? 


“That was an important one 
but I wouldn’t say it was my fa- 
vourite. My favourite was when 
the Beast went to double over- 
time against the Reading Roy- 
als on April 22nd. 


Not only was it the first game 
that I’ve called that went to 
double overtime, but Brandon 
MacLean scored both goals 
in that game and I remember 
the elation and relief because 
the game had ended but more 
importantly, we won. We had 
a packed house and the fans 
went nuts and I was feeding off 


them. 


Another great memory was 
last season’s 9-7 win over our 
big rivals Adirondack on the 
road. We went down 4-1 early 
in the first and we came back. 
The team fought hard and get- 
ting to call 16 goals in one game 
was awesome. 


What made it better was that 
the other team’s executives 
were in the box beside me. The 
boys were pretty fired up after 
that one.” 


What is your favourite road 
trip? 


“Honestly, there hasn’t been 
one that I’ve disliked. It’s a 
thrill and a pleasure to travel to 
places in North America that I 
wouldn’t go to otherwise. 


A favourite of mine is Toledo 
because it’s a relatively short 
bus ride and they have a really 
passionate fan base. I also like 
Kalamazoo because the people 
there are great and the arena is 
a bit older and has an old school 
hockey barn feel to it. Obvious- 
ly I don’t hate going to Orlando 
or South Carolina during cold 
months like February. 


Plus, Orlando play in a great 
arena, the Amway Center, 
which is the home of the Or- 
lando Magic (NBA). I can find 
positives about every road trip. 


How much preparation is 
needed before a game? 


“Prep is needed in a lot of dif- 
ferent ways before a game. 


I take care of a lot of our media 

relations and I print stuff for 
the media so I'll be in at 9am 
sorting everything out. I need 
to print out notes and rosters 
and I stuff them into the pro- 
grams. On the broadcast side 
of things, I’m pretty quick be- 
cause I follow the team reli- 
giously and know everything 
about them. Not only is it my 
job but I’m also a big fan. 


Tll do my pregame interview 
with the coaching staff and get 
into the booth and do a little 
bit of research before the game 
starts. 


What are your goals? Do you 
want to work in the NHL one 
day? 


“Sure! I grew up a Philadel- 
phia Flyers fan so I’d love to 
cover NHL games and I’m do- 
ing everything in my power to 
get there.” 


What is a realistic goal for the 
Brampton Beast this year? 


“We're going to be a different 
team, but not in a negative 
sense. 


We've lost a lot of scoring in 
David Pacan (41G, 41A in 67 
games) and David Vallorani 
(32G, 51A while playing in all 
72 games) but this team is go- 
ing to be built a bit differently, 
and we want to have a more 


physical team that has guys 
willing to get into the dirty ar- 
eas and challenge for the puck. 


I still don’t know which play- 
ers we'll be getting from our 
NHL. affiliate, the Montreal 
Canadiens, and the new AHL 
affiliate, the Laval Rocket. 


There are still a lot of ques- 
tions without answers but the 
vibe around here is that this 
team will carry on the momen- 
tum from last season’s playoff 
run and I think fans will like 
the changes.” 


Who will need to lead this 
team, both on and off the ice, 
if they are to improve on last 
season’s success? 


“It’s great that we have our 
entire leadership group back. 
Both of our assistant captains, 
Brandon MacLean and Jordan 
Henry, as well as our captain 
Brandon Marino have signed

for another season. During our 
playoff run last season, those 
three helped to carry the team. 


Marino and MacLean scored a 
lot of points in the regular sea- 
son (including Marino playing 
all 72 games and scoring 72 
points) and Jordan Henry led 
the team in playoff scoring. 


They are great leaders off the 
ice, which is the reason they 
have the letters on their chest. 
They all know each other very 
well and they'll be important if 
the team is going to get off toa 
good start.” 


The Brampton Beast open 
their season on Saturday, Oct. 
14 against the Adirondack 
Thunder. The first home game 
of the season will be played on 
Oct. 15 against the team that 
knocked them out of last sea- 
son’s playoffs, the Manchester 
Monarchs.

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Peel Region focused on shipping sector 
strategic plan, says regional chair

Since late 2014, I have 
been Peel Region chair and 
have gained an even greater 
appreciation of both the vi- 
tal role the Region plays in 
serving its 1.4 million resi- 
dents and the quality and 
dedication of the region- 
al staff who carry out the 
work. 

Beginning with this col- 
umn, I intend to offer 
semi-regular contributions 
to this publication to help 
elaborate on issues affect- 
ing our residents; some of 
the services we provide; and 
our efforts to engage resi- 
dents and interested parties 
in determining, developing 
and enacting meaningful 
programs and policies in 
pursuit of our objectives. 


Many of you will be aware 
that Peel Region consists of 
three municipal jurisdic- 
tions: the City of Mississau- 
ga; the City of Brampton; 
and the Town of Caledon -- 
collectively the second larg- 
est jurisdiction in Ontario. 


Peel Regional Council’s key 
priority is infrastructure in 
it various forms, from af- 
fordable housing and com- 
munity hubs to water and 
waste water systems, emis- 
sions and healthy commu- 
nity design. 

The issue I want to discuss 
in transportation — infra- 
structure, the movement of 
goods and road and high- 
way maintenance and de- 
velopment.). 


Transportation Infrastruc- 
ture is a good starting point 
for a number of reasons. 
The issue of the critical 
need to invest in new infra- 
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structure to meet the Re- 
gion’s growth projections 
has been well reported. 
Last month, the annual 
meeting of the Association 
of Municipalities of Ontar- 
io, where municipal lead- 
ers including Peel Region 
mayors advocated for an 
increase in the HST to help 
pay for a those infrastruc- 
ture needs. 


While these discussions 
and debates will and must 
continue, we also need to 
look at ways to maximize 
the use of the infrastructure 
we currently have. 


Towards that end, Peel 
Region has established an 
effective working group 
known as the Peel Goods 
Movement Task Force. 


The task force is com- 
prised of staff from the Re- 
gion’s Transportation Divi- 
sion, members of regional 
council and their staffs, and 
relevant stakeholders rep- 
resenting all elements of 
the road user community. 


I serve as chair of the 
task force and my coun- 
cil colleague, Mayor Allan 
Thompson of Caledon was 
instrumental in the estab- 
lishment of this body. Last 
May, Regional Council 
approved the second Peel 
Region Goods Movement 
Strategic Plan (2017-2021). 


This strategic plan and the 

issue of goods movement, 
in general, factored heav- 
ily in the extensive brief- 
ing material that the Peel 
Region delegation brought 
with them to the AMO con- 
ference last month. 


Given its central location 
and proximity to the U.S. 
border, the Region of Peel 
is a significant goods move- 
ment hub for the Greater 


Toronto Hamilton Area 
(GTHA), as well as the 
province and the country. 


About $1.8 billion worth 
of goods move within and 
through Peel every day and 
68,000 vehicles transport 
goods daily. The Peel road 
network serves almost half 
a million truck trips week- 
ly, one-half of the over 
950,000 weekly truck trips 
in Ontario. 


Goods movement depen- 
dent industries represent 
four in every nine jobs in 
Peel Region and $49 billion 
in GDP. Furthermore, these 
jobs, in turn, create $29 bil- 
lion in labour income. How- 
ever, the resulting conges- 
tion in Peel and beyond is 
estimated to cost the GTHA 
$6 billion annually in lost 
economic activity. 


This economic loss trans- 
lates into compromised 
productivity, not to men- 
tion the impact on quality 
of life due to extended com- 
muting time and environ- 
mental considerations. 


To address these matters 
the Task Force has identi- 
fied and is realizing a num- 
ber of objectives which in- 
clude: 


-- The enhancement of 
goods movement and logis- 
tics planning coordination; 


-- Adapting to advance- 
ments in the e-commerce 
shift; 

-- Extending and encour- 
aging the use of Longer 
Combination Vehicles 
(LCVs); 


-- The pursuit of alter- 
native fuels and fuel ef- 
ficiency initiatives — this 
complements the Region’s 
Environmental Infrastruc- 
ture priorities as well; and 


-- Increasing the capac- 
ity of existing infrastruc- 
ture through feasible off- 
peak freight deliveries (as 
currently, the Region has 
launched an off-peak deliv- 
ery pilot project to provide 
relief during the most con- 
gested hours). 


Included in the objectives 
outlined in the Peel Goods 
Movement Task Force 
Strategic Plan is the re- 
quirement that Peel Region 
continues to aggressively 
demonstrate and advance 
Peel’s national role and im- 
portance in freight fluidity. 


While not specific to the 
strategic plan, one hopeful 
outcome of advancing this 
objective would result in 
a complementary benefit: 
that being the provincial 
approval of the long ad- 
vocated and long await- 
ed Greater Toronto Area 


(GTA) West Highway. 


While the Strategic Plan 
looks to optimize existing 
infrastructure, the Re- 
gion fully recognizes that 
options such as widening 
existing roads is not a suf- 
ficient or long term solu- 
tion to meet the demands 
of future growth. With that 
understanding, Peel Region 
strongly advocates for the 
development of the GTA 
West — a new 400 series 
highway. 

If developed, the new high- 
way should: 


-- Include alternative 
transportation modes 
(again, consistent with our 
environmental priorities); 


-- Complete long range 
transportation and land use 
planning in Brampton and 
Caledon; 


-- Complete an integrated 


highway network by con 
necting to Highway 410 an¢ 
Highway 427; 

Relief congestion on exist 
ing routes; and 


-- Divert traffic that should 
be accommodated on a pro 
vincial highway from re 
gional roads.
